A statement covering the general 
f the new liquor bill to be sub- 
aby the government, was 
Friday afternoon by Premier 
Greenfield. The statement is as 
follows: 

The liquor bill which the govern- 
ment will as a result of the plebiscite 
of aiuie oe 5th, submit for the con- 
sideration of the legislature, will in 
its general principles follow the 
recommendation of the moderation 
league but with some modification. 
It will provide for: 

(1) The establishment of a board 
to be known as the Alberta liquor 
control board with a maximum of 
three members, one to be the chair- 
man who will be vested with very 
wide powers in the administration of 
the act. 

(2) The sale of wines and spirits 


in sealed packages on permits at 
such places as the board may 
designate in quantities limited by 


regulations of the board, all wines 
and spirits to be sold only by the 
board through properly appointed 
vendors for consumption in private 
residences only. 

(3) Permits to be issued by board 
and all liquors including beer to be 
sold only to holders of permits. Full 
powers of cancelation to be granted 
to the board without appeal. 

(4) Beer to sold in sealed 
packages for consumption in _ resi- 
dences to holders of permits; detail 
of such sale and delivery to residents 
to be regulated by order of Board. 

(5) The sale of beer by bottle or 
glass for consumption on the pre- 
mises limited to premises specially 
licensed for that purpose, such 
premises consisting of a room con- 
forming to strict regulations of the 
Board. No such licenses to be grant- 
ed to restaurants nor to dining rooms 
of hotels. 

Wide powers will be given the 
Board in granting and cancelling such 
licenses. 

(6) Local option: The location of 
vendors stores and the granting of

REDISTRIBUTION OF SEATS 
PROMISED BY PREMIER BE- 
FORE AN APPEAL TO PEOPLE. 


Ottawa, Dec. 21.—(Can.Press.) 
—The cabinet meets this afternoon 
and although the meeting was called 
before the by-election result in Kent 
was known and for the dispatch of 
regular business, this second govern- 
ment defeat in the maritime prov- 
inces will no doubt come in for con- 
siderable discussion. Comment to- 
day turns largely on the political 
situation to which the successive 
Conservative victories give rise. 
There is a recurrence of the rumor 
that following the passing of redist- 
ribution and the voting of supplies 
the government may decide to appeal 
to the polls in an effort to secure a 
working majority in the house. As 
matters now stand, with no vacancies 
in the house to fill, the government 
is in a technical minority of four. 

The Liberal leaders have so far 
given no indication of government 
plans, but it is regarded as improb- 
able that parliament will be dissolv- 
ed before the passing of redistribu- 
tion. By reason of the present situa- 
tion in the house, impetus will neces- 
sarily be given to efforts at a closer 
understanding between Liberals and 
Progressives, and dissolution of par- 
liament without a redistribution of 
seats would meet with strong Prog- 
ressive opposition, especially so as 
under the bill the prairie provinces 
are entitled to an additional eleven 
members, 
members, 

The bill was brought down las ses- 
sion and went over, owing to differ- 
ences in the special committee which 
had the matter in hand. At the time 
there were Progressive protests and 
a fear expressed that the government 
might dissolve before the bill could 
become law. The premier was asked 
for a declaration on the point, Pre- 
mier King, while pointing out that 
the power of dissolution rested with 
the governor-general, declared — that 
“so far as the government is con- 
cerned I do not hesitate to say that 
I would, if consulted in the matter, 
advise his excellency not to permit 
a dissolution of this parliament with-

GREAT BRITAIN 18 _ TO 
RECOGNIZE RUSSIA 


London, Dec. 20.—While the Unit- 
ed States’ rebuff to the soviet govern- 
ment is attracting great attention 
here, the Westminster Gazette an- 
nounces that British recognition of 
Russia and the reopening of full 
trade relations with that country are 
likely to take place soon after the 
Baldwin ministry quits office. 

Important negotiations which have 
been in progress, says the newspaper, 
have made it clear that the Moscow 
government will admit liability for 
the pre-war Russian debt to Great 
Britain of 655,000,000 pounds, the 
interest on which has not been paid 
since 1918. 

In return, the Westminster Gazette 
asserts, Russia will ask compensation 
for the allied support accorded the 
White forces after the revolution. 

The paper's diplomatic correspond- 
ent, who contributes this information 
says that when the claim against Bri- 
tain for her share in the White opera. 
tions has been satisfied, there will 
still remain a considerable sum for 
British bondholders; there is, how- 
ever, little prospect of the resumption 
of interest payments. 

Russia, according to the writer, 
will not enter into any engagements 
she cannot fulfil, and as her first re- 
quirement is credit, she demands such 
assistance as a preliminary to any 
agreement. The correspordent be- 
lieves the next British administration 
will be prepared to take some risks 
in granting credits to facilitate trade 
and to assist the recovery of Russian 
finances,

Big Tax Collections 

Tax collections this year by the 
provincial department of munikipal 
affairs have exceeded by several 
hundred thousand dollars, the best | 
previous year in the history of the 
province, and have exceeded 1922 by 
more than $700,000, according to a 
statement made by Hon, R. G. Reid, 
provincial treasurer, this week. | 

It is expected that by the end of | 
the year the receipts of taxes in ex- 
cess of 1922 will be over one million 
dollars. In addition to this very 
satisfactory state of the tax col- 
lections, a gratifying feature is that 
only in a very small percentage of 
cases are the taxes not being paid by 
the farmers themselves. 

Furthermore, in spite of the mis- 
statements which have been published 
to the effect that the province was 
preparing to confiscate great numbers 
of parcels of farm lands, for * non- 
payment of taxes, the department of 


{municipal affairs holds caveats on 


less than 2,000 parcels of lands to- 
day, and before the end of the year 


| it is anticipated that even this number 


will be considerably reduced. This 
has been one direct result of the 
‘lenients measures adopted by the 


government in dealing with those in 
arrears on taxes and the wide oppor- 
tunity given to farmers to redeem 
their lands, under the provisions of ; 
the 1922 tax recovery act, and the 
decision of the government, to allow 
caveats to ride. 

The total number of parcels adver- 
tised by the department of municipal 
affairs was «13,869, and by the 
secretary-treasurers of the various 
municipalities a total of 28,510 par- 
cels. This represented a total of 
6,661,608 acres of land. The fact 
that the caveats filed against these 
lands were in most cases allowed to 
ride was responsible for the very 
large number redeemed by the farm- | 
ers themselves, so that the number 
_ held under caveat by, the government 
has now been reduced from 13,869 to 
less than 2000, and the advice from 
the municipalities is that the number 
| held by them has also been greatly 
| reduced,
